Few things are more fascinating in 


their way than a study of the subter- 
ranean history of man, whether in oaves 
or in mounds, whether it be to corrobo- 
rate written history or to take testimony 
that ante-dates all writing. President 
Bartlett, of Dartmouth, contributes an 
interesting article on this topic to the 
July number of the North American 
Review. From the men of unknown 
ages and their works underground, to 
man grappling with the latest questions 
of our own day and discussing the par- 
celing out of the earth's surface, is a 
long step; but in the same number of 
the Eeview appears a conversation be- 
tween David Dudley Field and Henry 
George on land and taxation. Another 
urgent question, which may soon make 
a very serious issue, the extradition of 
dynamite criminals, is debated by Pres- 
ident Angell, of Michigan University, 
George Ticknor Curtis and Justice T. 
M. Cooley. Dorman B. Eaton, Chief 
of the Civil Servioe Commission, gives 
his views of the result of that reform. 
William Clarke shows the futile charac- 
ter of any scheme for British imperial 
federation, and Thomas W. Kuox gives 
a brief but interesting sketch of the 
progress of European influence in Asia. 
The other articles are one by Gail Ham- 
ilton on prohibition in practice, and 
one by Rev. Dr. C. H. Parkharst on the 
decliu* of Christianity. These, with the 
batch of free-hand comments, makes up 
a number of unusual interest. If the 
allotted age of man were sufficient for a 
magazine, we might have to part hare 
with an old friend, for the Keview has 
just completed its seventieth year. But 
outwardly it renews its youth with anew 
cover, and inwardly it seems more vig- 
orous than ever. 


O. B. Culver, Commander of Lincoln 


Post, San Francisco, in. a circular to 
members of the Post, says: 


"Day by day many of those who 


stood with yon on the field are growing 
feeble. They cannot many years longer 
keep pace with the young and vigorous 
men of a later generation in the ex- 
hausting race of bread winner against 
bread winner. 
Let us sustain them and smooth their 


way down through the declining years 
of life by extending all the fraternal as- 
sistance within our power.

and

Nearly every deportment of professional 
skill and every branch of industry are 
represented among us. 


If our comrade can supply us with 


what we require, either in professional 
skill, merchandise or labor at no great 
cost to ua, why should he be left to 
struggle for himself while we coldly 
supply ourselves from among those to 
whom we are not bound by any obliga- 
tion, either moral or technical? 


It is often that we know not how 


much our comrade needs our help until 
he ia compelled in the last extremity of 
suffering to bury all his sensitiveness 
and pride in an appeal to us for char- 
ity.We do not hesitate te constantly re- 
mind the public that those who sub- 
mitted themselves to hardships and 
perils for the sake of their country are 
entitled to everlasting gratitude and 
tenderest oare. How can we better 
emphasize our words than by the prac- 
tice of that principle among ourselves? 


If among our comrades we find a com- 


petent professional man whose services 
we need, let us employ him; if a mer- 
chant, patronize him; if a mechanic or 
laborer unemployed, seek employment 
for him; if already employed at labor 
harder than he is able to perform, or 
less remunerative than his necessities 
require, help him to improve his con- 
dition. 
Farther, let us invoke the aid of our 


friends in this work, and never forget 
or ignore our comrade when an oppor- 
tunity is offered to assist him without 
prejudice to ourselves or those we ask 
to co-operate with us." 


Tin- Accident to Dick Tbomas. 
The Enterprise, of yesterday, says: 
The many friends of Dick Thomas on 


the Comstock and throughout this sec- 
tion will be grieved to learn of the fol- 
lowing vary severe and, perhaps, fatal 
accident which befel him day before 
yesterday. He has charge of Dall's 
ranch, near Franktown, ^yashoe Valley, 
and is also working a silver and gold 
mine opposite that point, si: or eight 
miles distant, in the bills on the east 
side of Washoe Lak. The shaft, or in- 
cline, is about 139 feet deep, and he 
has three men working with him. He 
had been working, or directing work, in 
the bottom of the shaft, and when din- 
ner time came he did not come up with 
his companions, bat remained behind. 
Not coming up the ladder within a rea- 
sonable length of time, his men became 
uneasy and called to him. His reply 
was strange and unintelligible, and one 
of the men descended the shaft immedi- 
ately. He was discovered at or near 
the bottom, bleeding profusely from a 
wound in his head, and jabbering wildly 
in a way that showed his head was 
severely injured, and other indications 
induced the conclusion that a rock had 
fallen, striking the back part of his 
skull, badly fracturing it. As soon as 
possible ropes were procured, but owing 
to the care that had to ba exercised, 
and lack of sufficient help, it took full 
two hours to bring him to the surface. 
He was taken to his residence, ou Doll's 
ranch, as soon as practicable, and 
medical assistance sent for to Carson. 
Upon careful examination the skull was 
found to be broken in three places, the 
immediate injury being at the back part 
of the bend, or base of the brain. He 
had the bpst of medical care and nurs- 
ing, but at last accounts he remained 
insensible. Mr. Thomas was Assistant 
Clerk in the Assembly last Winter, and 
has very many warm friends to sympa- 
thize with him and hi* in this serious 
affliction.

Jersey, 
Oregon, 


Rhode Island, South Carolina or Ver- 
mont, and more than several of the 
number put together. At the election 
last Fall for delegates in 
Congress 


there were 87,000 votes oast, while for 
the same office in 1882, there were but 
47,000 votes oast. Tbe evidence is am- 
ple that Dakota is growing, and she has 
already a surplus over the population 
required to form a Congressional Dis- 
trict, which is the standard of measure- 
ment according to the revised notion of 
the Democratio party.

The people of both coun- 
ties would be glad to see it maintained 
us a free road, because it would more 
than double a very profitable traffic be- 
tween both counties. The Commission- 
ers have no more equitable right to 
lease this or any other county road to 
private parties, and to authorize the col- 
lection of exorbitant tolls, than they 
have to lease the right of way along B 
street. If they are honest, conscien- 
tious men mindful of the oatbs binding 
them to faithfully guard the interests 
of the people whose servants they are, 
the Chronicle would suggest that they 
should declare the Geiger-grade road a 
free public thoroughfare, or give to some 
responsible and industrious person the 
privilege of collecting one-quarter of 
the present rate as compensation for 
keeping the road in good repair.

Commissioners can find lots of takers 
for the latter offer who will furnish 
bonds to fulfill their contract.

Sabs eqnently they made their 
appearance along the Hninboldt and in 
Paradise Valley.

they got so numerous as to threaten 
every green thing with destruction they 
die by hundreds, and for yearn again 
very few of them are seen. The Indians 
feast on them at times, especially in the 
fall and winter.
